Chicago, Jan. 3 — (AP) — The 
accidental death toll “in the} 
United States over the New 
‘Year's holiday — nearly 400 — 
represented a sharp drop from 
the near record Christmas toll of 
more than 700, 

Thus, during the two long’ 
weekend holidays, more than 
1,100 persons lost their lives in 
violent accidents in: the. U. S. 
More than 800 of them were kill- 
ed in traffic mishaps. 

‘The New Year's holiday toll on/ 
the highways — 281 — was far 
below the 545 killed in automo- 
bile accidents during the Christ- 
mas weekend. It also was less 
than the 330 deaths the Safety: 
Council had estimated for: the 
‘New Year's holiday period — 
from 6 p.m.

Sent 9,878 Tons 
Of Raw Rubber 
To Russia m ’50 


London, Jan. 6 (AP) —Bri- 
‘tain shipped 9,878 tons of vital 
raw rubber to Russia during the 
first 11 months of 1950, trade 
figures disclosed today. | Total 
calue was £2, 236,429 (about 
$6,209,287). 

‘The shipment of rubber, an es- 
sential war material, was more 
than 20 times: the amount report~ 
ed to Russia in the same perlod 
in 1949 and even more tremen- 
dous jump over the total sold in 
1048, Government figures showed 
that In the first 11 monthy of 
1949 only 482 tons were export- 
ed, and in the. same period in 
1948 onl. 379 tons. 

Officially the sales were lsted 
under “exports of Imported m 
chandise.” A Board of Trade 
spokesman explained this meant 
the rubber was originally im- 
ported by Britain, presumably 
from rubber producing Malaya, 
and exported to the Soviet Union 
‘without any processing here.

“Summing up the author’s con- 
cept of maturity,” said Mr. 
Beach, “in brief, it is that we 
keep growing and to be aware 
that we should keep growing, 
that we never reach a peak of 
inefficiency.” 
In a brief review of 
chapters, Mr, Beach ‘mentioned 
that immaturity in children is 
not too important because child- 
ren bave not much por but 
immaturity in adults ls dangerous 
because many immature adults 
wield a great deal of power, 
enough Jn some cases to affect) 
all our lives, In politics, for 
example, we take it for granted 
jour partles are a competitive sys- 
tem instead of a co-operative ef- 


fort, which ts an immature out~ 
look. 


‘Terrifying Fact 


“Tt As a terrifying fact," Mr. 
Overstreet states In discussing 
the home “that In the home the 
new human beings are wholly at 
the disposal of the old. No social 
{institution 1s more fatetul for the 
‘human race than the home. In a 
}g0od home the child's maturing 
gets quickly under way and the 
child is helped to grow from stage 
to stage of confldence, skill, af- 
fection, responsibility and under- 
standing. In a bad home maturing 
fs arrested in various ways; he 
may be made to feel unwanted, 
he may be territied by threats, 
kept nervous by erratic parents, 
he may be made the object of 
Jealous competition between par- 
ents, he may be forced to get 
‘what he needs by aggressive com- 
petition, or he fs distorted in bis 
attidudes to other people by the 
contagious attitudes of his par- 
ents, or he Is totroduced early, 
again by contagion, to tbe be- 
Uef that life has no meaning be- 
yond the scramble to get neces- 
sitles. 


Brourht Too Close Claim 


“The demands of our present 
economic situation have brought 
the mother too close to the ehild= 
ren as a dominent psychological 
force, and has taken the father 
too far away from them. In many 
cases the father has become 
something between an absentee 
owner and a house guest, Such 
“under fathering” {s not good for 
children, it-makes It too difficult 
for them to“bulld an image of 
adequate masculine adulthood. 
‘The mature adult will regard the 
modern home as something to be 
deeply anxious about, he will re- 
gard it as something to be cher- 
Ished—and changed. “We have it 
within our power as makers of a 
home to-Largely control the at- 
titudes there by making it a place 
for development of gracious and 
intelligent communication. 
“Even in a world where econ- 
om{e and political forces, and 
sometimes educational and re- 
ligious forces as well, are dan- 
gerously Immature, a home can 
be made into a place where, 
from childhood on, we leayn not 
only the ways but the rewards of 
genuine maturity.”

Organizer of the expedition is 
Haakon Mielche, Danish author, 
who concelved the {dea of the 
trip while his country was under 
German occupation during the 
last war. He succeeded in inter- 
esting some of Denmark's Iead~ 
ing eclentists, including Prot. 
Niels Bohr, the atomic specialist 
land Dr. Anton Brunn, of Copen-| 
hagen’s zoological museum. 

In the naval frigate “Galathea”, 
the Danes stopped off at a British 
port ust Iong enough to take on 
Jadditional supplies and special 
Jequipment for thelr deep-sea exe 
plorations. 

‘Then they headed in the gtn- 
leraY‘direction of the Pacific ocean, 
‘where they will concentrate thelr 
operations in the unprobed depths 
jeast of the Philippines.

Fathers Likely to 


be Autocrats 


Today's father Ukes to think of] 


‘himself as thoroughly democratic 
in his familly relationships but h 
lkely to border on the sutocrat 
in the way he treats his young-| 
sters. He finds more satisfactions 


the children but he's more apt to 
eritleize than to compliment his) 
wife's behavior as mother. At least] 
this was so among eighty-five New} 
York fathers interviewed by Mrs. 
Ruth J, Tasch, former research as- 
sistant at the Horace Mann-Lin- 
coln Institute says a New York 
‘Times report. . 
‘Some critics of family 1ite today| 
she polated out, are apt to declare| 
that fathers are “forgotten men” 
who have turned over the whole 
child-rearing job to-"mom"’, to the, 
detriment of the children and s0-| 
clety. Among the men ‘she talked| 
with there was little todication| 
that this wag true. The elghty- 
five men ranged from 26 to 60 
years of age and had been fathers 
from five months to thirty years. 
‘They came from a variety of edu- 
cational and Income levels. Among 
them they had 160 children. 


Only five of the men reporting 
fon activities with thelr children 
made no mention of helping with 
routine daily care of watching out 
for thelr safety, Mrs. Tasch sald, 
‘Close to 00 per cent busied them- 
selves helping the youngsters de- 
velop physical abilities, acquire 
new skills and interests; develop 
thefn intellectual abilities and in- 
teresif\ Eighty per cent went to 
[places of recreation with them and 
close to three-quarters worked on] 
[developing social standard good 
jeonduct and control. 

‘Almost four times as many| 
fathers reported Joy In compan: 
Honslilp with their youngsters 
reported discontegt from lack of 
it, Three times a3 many reported 
favorable as untavorable reactions 
to the fact of hating children and 
twice ax many reported success In| 
child rearing as mentloned failure. 
Nevertheless, almost a third of the 
men commented on the limit 
ations, restraints and deprivations| 
tnvotved, 

‘The sense of unending respon-| 
sibility was reflected in such com- 
ments as: “You can’t act like you 
do with a clgarette, take a putt or 
v0 and then throw {t away"; or, 
“It's Uke’'a big executive job but 
more personal—once you start St, 
you've got to see It through.” 

‘There were fathers who com- 
plained of loss of lee; lack of| 
privacy; or 41 annoyance 
froth nolse, pets fons. 
There were complaints of bables 
/who tore up letters and magazines 
fbefore, father read them; com- 
ments that the house'never seem- 
led: td be clean. One man. sald: 
Sometimes I want to leave the 
whole bunch ef them’ and’ eet 
lout.” : 


Complaints Against Mothers 


As for the other complaints, 
those against baby's mother, they 
[resulted mostly from wives! inex~ 
perience or Inefficiency, differ- 
ences of opinion’ about feedings 
Jand ventilation, annoyance over, 
mother’s disciplinary approach—| 
[she “scolds”, “screams”, or “yells”! 
{too much. 

Father's own disciplinary meth- 
‘ods leave something to be desired | 
‘by the standards of most child de~ 
velopment: ‘The fact| 
that so many men expressed thelr 
[bellet in democratic family life 
fbut behaved in autocratic ways| 
now'and then seems to indicate, 
Mrs. Tasch feels, that most fathers 
require ‘more specific technical 





knowledge regarding principles of 
child growth and development, 
Yet, in giving hypothetical “ad- 
vice to other fathers” very few 
men suggested trying to get spe- 
clal training,’ of even reading 
special books. 

‘Judging from this sample, Mrs, 
‘Tasch indicated, New York fath- 
ers, despite the worries and head~| 
aches involved, are “actively en- 
gaged in fulfilling their functions 
fof guide and teacher, economie 
provider, ‘companion, child rear-| 
er.” Parent educators, she su) 
gests, need no longer counsel fi 
thers to “do”, They are already 
doing. However, not being always 
fas aware in given situations or as 
effective as they might be, fath- 
ers apparently could benefit from 
eere information about “how to, 

io”.

‘Athens — (Reuters) — Greeks 
are getting fed up with the un-| 
necessary red tape, Inefficiency, 
Jaziness, arrogance and  corrup-| 
tion of thelr elvil servants. 

‘A Liberal member of parlia- 
ment, Constantine Bellas, sum- 
med ‘up the general attitude of! 
the man-in-the-street in a recent 
artitle denouricing the ““Man- 
darins” of Greece. This powerful 
group of top officials, he sald, has! 
30 far obstructed the much-need- 
‘ed reform of the state machinery 
planned by the government. 


Indignation at Pitch 


Indignation has lately reached 
such a pitch that a few weeks| 
ago a citizen, in a letter addressed| 
to ‘an Athenlan newspaper, 
threatened to “turn communist” 
If that was the only way left to| 
cause the government to. carry| 
out the urgently required reform! 
and purge of the various civil 
service departments, 

In his article, Bellas cited 
striking Instances’ of inefficiency| 
and laziness among civil ser-| 
vants. 

In Macedonia, he sald, “the 
farmers are already plowing thele| 
fields ond fertilizers are badly’ 
needed, So he complained per- 
sonally about the delay in their 
arrival. 

“Do not bully us, we are work~ 
ing on it," came the reply from 
the head ‘of the department. con-| 
cerned, “The fertilizers will rea 
the villages some time or othe:

Blame Trouble on Law 


When asked to explain the rea- | 
son for such bureaucracy, | the 
clvit servants argue that’ they 
“are acting in accordance with | 
the laws.”

But the real difficulty goes] 
back to the fact that in Greece | 
civil servants are, by law, perm~ 
anent employees and cannot bel 
dismissed except by an intricate 
process which may last for years. 

Not only thelr legal “immun- 
ty” but alto powerful influence: 
resulting from thelr political af 
fillation add considerably to the 
difficulties of removing them 
from leading posts. 

Since 1945, every prime min- 
{ster on taking office has pledged 
hhimself to change this state of 
affairs.

His Lordship sald there hat 
been 14 cases of rape by natives 
against white women and chil- 
dren inthe past year. Police 
Chief U. R, Roberg testified that 
“murder and sextipl crimes ate 
on the increase and the nature of | 
the crimes is becoming more and! 
more appalling.” 1 

The problem has incréased 
since large numbers of natives 
moved into the towns and town-| 
ships of the big Rand mining area’ 
In search of employment. ‘The 
man sentenced by Mr. Justic>| 
Malan was the fourth native to be; 
given the death penalty for of- 
fences against whije women i 
the past elgnt months. 

Rape bas always been one 
the most serious crimes to the 
tribal African, as well as to the 
white man. The reason, so far as 
the natives are concerned, is 
economic, as well as social ‘and 
moral. Some native women still 
are sold as brides. and the laws | 
of many tribes call for the su-| 
preme penalty in cases of viola: 
tion of women. 

Courts therefore regard ser-| 
ously offences by whites. against | 
natives when such cases come to | 
trial, A 42-year-old white man 
convicted of outraging an African 
girl recently was sentenced to 
three and a half years in prison, 
to be followed by deportation to 
Dis own country, the United

This iyatem of grading which 

olds true for all canned fruits 
land vegetables, griw out of the 
ned for. uniform yardstick to 
measure the quallty of canned 
food. Packers asked for the 
standardization, wholesalers 
wantedeft and consumers wel- 
lcomed it. The result was that 
‘within the past forty-three years, 
jthe Department of Agriculture, in 
jco-operation with the processors 
jand other interested groups, has 
developed ‘standards for ‘over 
seventy different canned fruit 
jand veretable products, 
With hundreds © of different 
names and labels on the canned 
goods displayed on the “grocer’s 
shelves, shopping. may: not seem 
ja very easy matter, However, by 
examining labels mores closely, 
yor will find descriptive. words 
or phrases, in addition to the 
ride mark, which should be 
very helpfui to every shopper. 

Since the supply of canned 
corn, peas and beans is good this 
year, suppose we ‘look at thelr 
labela more closely. The label 
jon a tin of corn may carry the 
words “Cream Style”, “Whole 
Kernel” or “Cut Kernel”, “Cream. 
Style” means that the corn has 
been removed from the cob by 
shallow cutting followed by 
scraping, which results in corn 
lof a creamy consistency. “Whole” 
or “Cut Kernel” indicates that 
the Kernels were removed from 
the cob by cutting in such 2 way 
as to leave them. practically 
whole, If the werds “Vacuum 
Packed” are Included on the label 
of a can of whole kernel corn, 
it means that no water Was added 
to. the cor; that the contents 
were not heated before sealing 
and that the cor nwas sealed by 
fuse of a. vacuum sealing mach~ 
ine, This special processing helps 
}to retain the bright yellow color 
of, the corn. 

‘The Iabel on canned peas or 
string beans, always carries some 
Information ‘regarding their slzc, 
—the size increasing with the 
number from.1 to 6, If all the 
peas or beans in a tin are not 
of one size, the label will read 
“Ungraded “as” to Size", or 
“Assorted Sizes” or “Mixed 
Sizes.” 


Graded to. Size 


There ts another bit of infor~ 
mation on the label which the 
wise buyer looks for, namely the 
size of the can. The two main 
household sizes of cans used for 
peas, beans and corn are the 
fifteen and the twenty — fluid 
ounce, One, exception Is the 
vacuum packed ‘corn-previously 
mentioned which comes in elght 
ounce and fourteen ounce cans. 
Incidentally “Fluld Ounce” re- 
fers to the volume of the can, not 
to the wolght of the food in the 
can, If you remember the elght 
fluld ounces are equal to ot 
measurlug cup and that half a 

sgetable 1s con- 
sidered an average serving, you 
can choose the size of can which 
best suits the size of your family, 

‘The home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture sugge 
that you buy a 14 fluld ounce can 
of whole kemel corn and try this 
delicious supper dish which they 
call “Cheese, Corn and Spaghett!

Russell Gottshall, Dr, John M. 
Roberts, Dr, Lucille Portwood, 
and J.C. Jennings. 

Dr, Heustls said the team check- 
ed'more than 17,000 mould 
growths. Synnematin came from 
the 3,890th mould tested,a small 
Peach-colored bit of soil growth, 

Synnematin has been used only 
on animals. On them it does not 
appear to be poisonous, 

Germs have not yet appeared to 
grow resistant to Synnematin. 
This resistance. is one of the 
drawbacks of the other antibiotic 
miracle drugs. Antiblotic means 
they are manufactured by living 
organisms. 

Claims are made that this new 
antibiotic hits some disease or- 
ganisms which other antibiotics | 
miss.

Marshal Recalls Churchill's 
Anger During Moscow Talks 


London (CP) — Field Marshal 
Viscount Alanbrooke, _ former 
Chief of the Imperial General 
Staff, has never forgotten the day 
in 1942 when Britain's rugged 
‘wartime leader, Winston Chur- 
chill, put “a sneering, insulting” 
[Josef Stalin in bis place. 

Unvelling a portralt of Mr. 
Churehilt in London's Junlor; 
Carlton Club, Lord Alanbrooke| 
recalled the incident which oc- 
curred in Moscow before the! 
‘western Allies were able to es- 
tablish ‘a second front. 

‘The first meeting had started: 
10 pam, and lasted until 3 am. 
“Stalin,” said Lord Alanbrooke, 
gan to put the heat on and 
started handing out some sneers 
and insults to Winston, saying: 
"We have been fighting ‘and you 
have been looking on’, 

‘After Stalin's remarks had been 
{translated, the Russian Interpreter 
sneered at Churchill and said: 
“You are never going to start 
ghting.” 

This criticism caused Churchill 
{to bring his fist down on the table 
with resounding crash which 
shook the whole room and fired a 
verbal broadside of his own.

‘After a time, Stalin got up and’ 
a broad grin came over his face. 
He stopped Mr. Churchill's inter- 
preter and ahot back: “I don't un- 
derstand what you are saying, but!

Volcano Spreads Fiery 
Lava Over Wide Area 


Port Moresby, New Guinea, 
Jan, 23 (CP)—Otticials said to- 
day that 4,000 persons — were 
killed, injured or missing in the 
wake of a mighty voleanic erup- 
tion which blasted out an entire 
side of Mount Lamington, New 
Guinea's “extinct” volcano, 

Australian officials in Sydney 
sald the eruption which spread 
ecething Java and red-hot ash 
over a wide area may have 
caused the century's worst dis 
aster in this section of the globe. 
J~ The casualty figures were 
issued by an Australian govern~ 
ment official at the scene. They 
may Increase or decrease, he 
sald, as terrified natives creep 
out of hiding from the humid 
Jungles to which they fled. 

‘Moiint Lamington began to 
trupt Thursday. Six major blasts 
were reported between then ary’ 
yesterday, The main eruption 
‘appeared to have taken place 
Sunday. 

‘At east one European was 
killed and 34 others—traders, 
missionaries and government of- 
ficlals—were missing following 
eruptions which, since last Thurs 
Jay, have blasted Into dust part 
of the four-peaked mountain 100 
miles northeast of Port Moresby. 

With. poor communications on 
thelr big Island-north of Austra 
Ua refarding reports and rescue 
operations, the only other known 
dead officially reported were 22 
‘New Guineans, 


A-Bomb Effect 


‘The eruptions produced an 
“atom bomb” effect, one eye-wit- 
ness sald, and layers of volcanic 
ash hampered efforts of rescue 
workers to reach the scene. Air 
ine pilots sald an ashen cloud 100 
miles in diameter flattened out 
at 40,000 feet. Ashes sifted one 
Inch deep on the streets of Port 
Moresby. 

Tvan Champion, director of dis 
trict services in New Guinea who 
festimated the 4,000 casualties, sald 
the entire nosthern face of the| 
mountain was blown away. Though 
steam and smoke were still pour~ 
ing from the gaping hole today, 
Lhe belleved the volcano was cool- 
Ing oft, 

The mountain Is in the heart 
of the Jungle, not far from the 
Kokoda trail over the Owen Stan- 
ley Mountains, along which Aus- 
tralian and Americans fought the 
Japanese early in the Second 
‘World War.

Death Toll 234 


Vienna, Jan, 23 (AP) —Glant 
avalanches’. thundering down 
‘Austria's mountains brought new 
peril ‘today to isolated villages 
and towns as estimates of Alpine 
Europe's death toll reached 234 
persons. 

In Switzerland, lessening of 
the snowfall and a temperature 
drop cut the avalanche danger 
‘sharply, but reports from all 
areas in the Austrian Alps sald 
the slides still were roaring down 


‘carrying boulders and uprooted 


trees with them and demolishing 
farms, hunting lodges and hay- 
stacks. 


Between 112 and 127 persons 
had been buried by the snow in 
‘Austria during four terror-filled 
days, The number of missing was 
unknown as an estimated 45,000 
persons— including’ thousands of 
forelgn tourists—remained {s0l- 
ated from the rest of the world. 
In Switzerland 68 bodies had 
been recovered and at least 11 
more persons were — belleved 
dead. At least 20 were listed as 
severely injured and scores of 
families were homeless in the icy 
winter, 

Italy’ reported 25 dead, 30 In- 

jured and 20 missing following 
huge slides in the Livigno Val-. 
ley, on the Swiss-Itallan border, 
and in the Venezia Tridentina 
region, near the Austrian border. 
‘Three were dead in France. 
Innsbruck, capital of the Aus 
trian Tyrol, and its 100,000 popu- 
lation was {solated except for » 
one-way path cut through the 
mountain passes to the east. Lack 
of drinking water, caused by slide. 
destruction of most’ waterworks, 
‘threatened the elty with epidem- 
Ics. 

‘Hundreds of men still were at 
work everywhere in the stricken 
‘Swiss area‘ trying to dig out the 
remaining victims, to clear block~ 
ed roads and rail lines and to re- 
store the most important of the 
telephone and power cables cut 
by mountainous masses of snow.

Plans to Spend 
Over $3,300,000 
On Mental Care 


Ottawa, Jan. 23 — (CP) —The 
Federal government has agreed to 
spend more than $3,300,000 thls 
year on the prevention and care 
“Jot mental illness, Health Minis- 
ter Martin sald Monday at the 
opening of a two-day meeting of 
the Federal Health Department's 
advisory committee on mental 
health. 

‘The committee, holding Its fifth 
‘annual session, Is composed of the 
provincial directors of mental 
health and representatives of sev- 
eraj universities. 

‘Mr. Martin sald’ that about 
$250,000 out of the federal funds 
will help to finance research Sptp 
‘a great variety of mental heal! 
problems. 

‘The provinces are making more 
extensive use of the federal grants 
than {n previous years. Commit~ 
ments now are” about $600,000 
higher than a year ago. Large 
sums have been spent in every 
province to buy special technical 
‘equipment for newly - developed 
‘diagnosis and ‘treatment technl- 
ques, and provision has been 
made for 700 full-time and 141 
part-time employees in mental 
hospitals and clinics. 

‘The hospital construction pro- 
gram has helped to provide more 
than 4,500 additional beds to re-

Cancer Clinic 
For Dogs Only | 





New Brunswick, NJ. Jan, 24 
= {AP) — Opening of a cancer 
clinic for dogs only was a 
nounced today by Rutgers Uni- 
versity, 

The clinic is unique both in 
canine medicine and in cancer re- 
search. Its sole alm Is to treat and| 
study cancer in dogs, which get! 
the disease as often as humans do, 
The dog studies may turn up| 
knowledge helpful against human| 
cancer. 

This new deal for dogs is al- 
ready under way at the bureau| 
Of biological research at Rutgers. 
New Jersey veterinarians have 
been asked to send their patients. 

‘Treatment will be free, ‘The 
United States public health ser- 
vice granted $15,000 for the first 
year of the new project. 

Dogs will be diagnosed, treated 
and studied much’ as human pa- 
tlents are, Dr. James B. Alllson, 
bureau director, sald. The goal Is 
to cure or control the dog's 
cancer, through drugs, surgery,

(Revters)—A 
six-month purge of ‘the Czecho- 
slovak communist party has end~ 
ed and new party cards are being| 
issued to remaining members, 

‘The number actually expelled 
struck off or reduced from full 
membership to candidate's grade 
has not been revealed. 

Before the purge, the Czech and 
Slovak parties had a combined 
membership of 2,000,000 from a 
total population of 12,500,000, 
‘Membership now may have drop 
ped by an estimated 300,000, or 
‘even more, 

‘All that Is definitely known so 
far is that the purge, which start 
ed last summer, bas been carried. 
‘out with great thoroughness In| 
every town and village,-in all 
government offices, in the rail~

Officially, the clean-cut is call} 
eda “screening”, and is regard- 
ed as one of the ‘regular, period-| 
ieal features of communist party’ 
life.

Torontay Jan. 31 (CP) — The 
once-common three-cent dally 
newspaper has almost vanished 
In Canada. Now # nickel is the 
usual price, 

In a review of newspaper price 
Increases in the last year, the, 
Canadian Daily Newspapers As- 
sociation sald today that 77 of 
91 Canadian dailies now sell at 
five cents a copy, 11 more than 
‘2 year ago. Ten sel] at four cents, 
compared with 18 at the begin- 
ning of 1950. A year ago nine 
sold at three cents—now only 
four do. 

The C.D.N.A. said higher pro- 
duction costs, mainly for news- 
print and labor, led 28 dailies to 
boost circulation rates during the 
lan year, Twelve raised the 
single copy price to five cents.
